Ellie Pompy, a boy thirteen years of age, 
beat a five-year-old girl to death with a 
club and then used the weapon upon his 
victim's four-vear-oild sister so vicNusly 
that she, too, will more than likely die. 

The juvenHe murderer narrowly escaped

Held in Default of Heavy Bond. 

The Dauntless is now held in the Bruns- 
wick harbor by the United States marshal 
at that place in default of heavy bond de- 
manded by the district attorney. The lat- 
ter declined to release the vessel except on 
35.000 bord, and the owners of the vessel 
appealed the case to Judge Speer, of the 
United States court on Friday ‘ast. The 
court has been asked to reduce the amount 
of the bond and in the development-of the 
case several new, interesting facts in con- 
nection with the career of the Dauntless 
have been brought to light. 

It now decelops that the ship has changed 
hands and that it was recently purchased 
by a wealthy young man of Jacksonville, 
W. A. Bisby, who has become intercstea 
in the court proceedings. He says that he 
bought the ship frdm the former owner, 
John E. duBignon, who, it will be remem- 
bered, went to Jacksonville about the time 
the Dauntless first disappeared from Bruns- 
wick several weeks ag 

The case got before Judge Speer on 
appeal from the ruling of the district 
torney that the Dauntless uvwners should 
give bond of $35,000 to guarantee that she 
wonld observe the law. ‘The amount is con- 
sidered excessive by the owners of the 
vessel and they say that it is more than 
the vessel is worth at this time ind out of 
ail reason. Judge Speer heara the cuse at 
his summer home, Mt. Airy, two das ago, 
and he will probably announce his decision 
today or tomorrow. 

Say She Couldn’t Escane. 

The owners think that the bond should 
be reduced by the court and in arguing the 
case before Judge Speer it was asserted that 
the ship could not be lost on the high 
seas. The point was made that should the 
owners desire to evade the law and violate 
the terms of the bond the vessel! could not 
escape detection and capture, no matter 
which part of the world she might go to. 

They said that the ship is so well known 
that she would be recognized in any port 
of the world and that it would be im- 
possible for her to escape the vigilance of 
the government. The ship’s owners assert 
that because the vessel is well known and 
is engaged in sea traffic under the eyes of 
the world, practically, it is unjust and un- 
reasonable to require her to give a bona 
such as demanded by the district attorney. 

It seems that the government was una- 
ble to prove that the ship visited Cuwha or 
any other foreign country and the charge 
that she had violated the neutrality laws 
@ppears to have fallen through. 

May Be Held Up Months. 

The new charge of violating the naviga- 
tion laws may mean that the ship will be 
held in bondage for a long time. The 
charge must first be investigated by com- 
missioners and then submitted to the United 
States judge sitting as a court of admiralty. 
It will require some time to get the case 
before the court and unless Judge Speer ma- 
terially reduces the bond of the vessel the 
Dauntlesss may be held in port in charge of 
a@ marshal indefinitely. 

In the case of the filibuster ship Laurada, 
seized in New York, only $4,000 bond was 
required. The ship is said to be more yal- 
uable than the Dauntless.

Witnesses Testify that They Expect 
Spanish Pay. 

New York, September 22.—General Carlos 
Roloff, who was arrested last week, charg- 
ed with having aided and abetted a fili- 
bustering expedition to Cuba in August 
last, appeared for examination before 
United Statés Commissioner Alexander this 
afternoon, He was represented by Lawyer 
Horatio Rubens, Assistant United States 
District Attorney Hinman appearing for 
the government. 

Burnes, clearance officer at the 
Philadelphia custom house, the first wit- 
ness, testified that on the 3d of August last 
the steamship Laurada was cleared for 
Wilmington, Del., the passengers being 
sworn to by Edward Murphy. 

George F. Townsend, collector of the port 
of Wilmington, also testified to the clear- 
ance of the Laurada from there for Port 
Antonio. He also identified entrance pa- 
pers of the vessel on her return to Wil- 
mington on September 10th. 

Collector James F. French, of Port An- 
tonio, Jamaica, told of the arrival of the 
Laurada there on August 25th. Witness 
said it struck him as peculiar that after 
leaving Wilmington on August 5th, as the 
papers showed, the vessel should not have 
reached Port Antonio until the 25th, as it 
Was only a six days’ voyage. He question- 
ed Captain Murphy, who said the vessel 
had sailed slowly and denied that he had 
stopped anywhere en route or disembarked 
any passengers. Witness examined the 
vessel and found three rifles hidden between 
“the skin of the ship” and the planking at 
the side.

Report Says Banks Can Meet Any 
Kind of Coinage. 


OFFICERS WERE NOMINATED IN CAUCUS 


Membership of the Association Has 
Increased—President Pullen Pre- 
sided in Person. 


St. Louls, Mo., September 22.—The twen- 
ty-second annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association was called to 
order in the Olympic theater at 10:59 o’ctock 
this morning by President EL. H. Pullen, 
of the National Bank of the Republic, New 
York. About 375 delegates are in attend- 
ance, representing nearly all of the prin- 
‘cipal banking institutions in the middle 
| and eastern states. The south, however, 
' has but few representatives present. 

Right Rev. Daniel S. Tuttle, of the pis- 
copal diocese of Missouri, invoked divine 
blessing upon the proceedings of the con- 
vention and was followed by Mayor Wal- 
bridge in an adress of welcome, which met 
with hearty applause. 

Mr. W. H. Thompson, president of the 
Bank of Commerce and of the St. Louis 
clearing house, welcomed the delegates on 
behalf of the latter institution. President 
Pullen then read his annual address. 

In the course of his address, President 
Pullen, referring to the money Question, 
said: 

“The issue today is not exclusively hon- 
est money, but the very existence of gov- 
ernment und the preservation of law, life 
and liberty are at stake. Ninetey-three 
per cent of the business of this country 
is transacted by checks and other nego- 
tiable instruments. El minate banking fa- 
cilities, national banks ind their circulation 
and substitute dishonest money as the ve- 
hicle of trade, financial chaos would speed- 
ily result. 

“Many sincerely 
pity ‘tis true, that 
coinage of silver at 
and the payment of existing obligations, 
public and personal, in thut metal, would 
be for the highest good of the country. 
We respect their sincerity in honestly advo- 
cating dishonesty, but regret their hallu- 
cination on the subject and are surprised to 
See them in such disreputable company.

“The American Bankers’ Association, in 
its twenty-second annual convention as- 
sembled, and representing every section 
of the republic, hereby declares that, in its 


opinion, the existing commercial depression 
is immediately due to the attacks which 
threaten to overthrow the present gold 
standard of value and that we further 
believe that our full measure of national 
prosperity will not be gained until the 


whole world understands that the dollar 
of the United States is one hundred cents 
worth of gold and that the mation Intends 
to keep it at that value. 

“We believe that an opportunity is pre- 
sented by the issue of this political cam- 
paign to give a lasting definition of the 
dollar as a money unit, to permanently 
settle the foundation of an overturn of 
Values and far-reaching ruin and distress 
which a descent to a silver basis would in- 
volve. 

Warning Against Independence. 

‘e warn our countrymen against this 
proposition that this nation should 
single-handed attempt to legislate silver 
to, a parity with gold at a fictitious ratio. 

“We declare that the free coinage of 
silver means monometallism with gold at 
a premium, all other forms of our curreney 
at a discount, and the value of the dollar 
an uncertain quantity, depending each day 
upon the gold price of silver bullion. with 
corresponding fluctuations in the value of 
all kinds of property. 

“We believe that before the mints could 
begin to coin silver every dollar of gold 
would disappear from circulation, thus vio- 
lently contracting our currency, and that 
the value of the remaining dollars would 
be the bullion value of the silver‘in them. 
measured by the gold standard of the 
chief money markets of the world. 

“We denounce as utterly false the elaim 
that the gold standard is a device of bank- 
ers, creditors and financiers. They have 
no such power in human affairs and never 
had. The gold standard is an edict of 
commerce, translated into law. It. was 
dictated by those who conduct the com- 
merce of the world rather than those who 
hardle the- money of the world. Jt is 
rooted in a preference lodged in the human 
breast. A test of the weight of the two 
snetals in quantities of equal value shows 
how and why traders decided in favor of 
the money which they could carry with the 
least burden and use wherever they might 
£0 to the best advantage. Gold commands 
all values because it is the most- stable in 
Value. It was not legislated into the 
world’s finance until commerce. selected 
it as a gauge. and it will not be legislated 
out of use if laws are chanvred. We assert 
that mere changers’ have always 
found more protit in a fluctuatine than in 
a fixed currency. and that source of 
revenue, Which those who thus handle 
money always had when the currency was 
not stable, has been closed un in this coun- 
try by the influence of the gold standard. 
and that what they have lost by sueh 
revenue has been gained by producers and 
merchants. But bankers are not merely 
money changers: thev are trusted custo- 
dians of the money of the world. 

“‘As bankers, we are debtors to the ex- 
tent of our deposits. Ve have received 
these deposits in monev as good as gold. 


Banks Can Meet Any Currency. 


“We desire to return them in money of 
equal value. lt will be impossible for 
. banks, life insurance companies, mutual 
benefit crders, building and loan associa- 
tions to return to their creditors money 
equal in value to that which thev have re- 
ceived if our currency is depreciated to

Gold Standard Shy on Benefits. 

When Mr. Bryan reached Washington 
park he found about 4,000 persons collected 
before the stand facing the bicycle track. 
William J. Thompson, a prominent south 
Jersey politician and owner of the park, 
escorted Mr. Bryan to the front of the 
stand. A burst of cheering greeted the 
nominee as he came forward. 

Hon. J. T. Wright introduced Mr. Bryan, 
who spoke as follows: 

“T have always been 
politics as very serious business. In a 
country like this the people make the 
laws, or at least have the right to, and if 
they don’t improve the opportunity they 
generally enjoy the privilege of suffering 
because they have neglected the oppor- 
tunity.

“IT met a prominent man yesterday who 
said that_until the Chicago convention act- 
ed on the subject he had never investigated 
the money question and never supposed 
there was anything in it: that the papers 
did not seem to consider it worth thinking 
about. They regarded it as a craze and 
he did not have time as a business man 
to pay any attention to crazes. But when 
a great national party adopted a platform 
making the money question the paramount 
he begaa to think about it. Ti:at 
was only a few weeks ago. He gat to be 
a crank. He said to me: ‘If we don't win 
this fight it is going on until we win, and 
I don’t care how many years it takes.’ 
(Anplause.) 

“I can appreciate the feeling of thut 
man. 1 went through the same experience 
myself. Until six years ago IT thought any 
man who talked about money a harmless 
I did not listen to his arguments. 
They had no weight with me. Six vears 
ago I began to study the question, trying 
to find out what was right, because I was 
taught to believe if a man would ground 
himself on what was right he could wait 
for other people to ccme to him. [{ was 
taught to bclieve no man could afford to be 


taught to regard 


issue 


| Wrong, no matter how many he had in his 


company. I studied the question, I read 
both sides and compared them 
and the more I read the deeper became my 
conviction until I became so firmly of the 
opinion that there could be no prosperity 
in this country until free silver was re- 
stored, that 1 was willing to risk all I 
had or hoped to have on the correctness 
of that conclusion. (Great applause.) We 
have gone through in Nebraska the same 
process people have gone through-in other 
states. We began the fight in Nebraska. 
It is the pioneer. The platform adopted 
at Chicago on the silver question waa 
first adopted in Nebraska by the silver 
there. (Applause.) When we 
did it we had bolters then as they have 
had since. 


One Method of Proving Democracy. 


“We had men who claimed to be dem- 
ocrats who would not agree to our plat- 
form. They called themselves better dem- 
ocrats than we were and voted the republi- 
can ticket to proye it. (Great laughter.) 

“We helieve the democratic party, which 
owed its success to the toiling masses, 
must still stand by them in their fight 
against the few, if it deserves to continue 
its existence. We organized in Nebraska 
a democratic free silver league. The mem- 
bers Of that lcaguec made an open fight. 
They did not go around in the dark wear- 
ing a mask. They said to the democracy 
of the state we are going to take possession 
of the muchinery of the party if we can; 
we are going to submit this question to the 
voters. We went out and presented che 
questions. When our state convention met 
we had three to one and we adopted that 
platform whicn has been readoptcd by the 
national democratic convention. (Applause.) 

“There was never a fairer contest ever 
waged. Then we organized a bimetallic 
democratic national league, which went 
out to do in the nation what the free silver 
democrats of Nebraska had done in that 
state. We carried the question © the pri- 
maries, and the voters instructed the dele- 
gates to the county convention, and from 
there to the state convention, and from 
there to the national convention. 

“We never had a convention in this coun- 
try which more correctly represented the 
sentiment of the people who sent the dele- 
gates than that convention which met at 
Chicago. 
"It is honor enough to be the nominee of 
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a convention for a president. But it tsa 
higher honor yet to be the nominee of the 
most democratic convention ever held 
this country. (Applause.) _ 

“It is sufficient honor to be nominated 
by the machihery of a party, but # isa 
higher honor/still to be nominated by the 
people of a& party regardless of the ms- 
chinery. (Applause.) 

“Since that platform was adopted th 
people hayé commenced to study’ the money 
question. |What do they find? They find 
that the people of the west and south, wh 
have been asking for the restoration of 
bimetallism instead of trying to ruin th 
country, ‘argstrying to save it. (Great p 
plause.) Weare trying to help our peope 
That is trug, but’I waft to tell you tht 
our people nnot buy of you unless ty 
can sell v@#lat they raise. 

Neec} More Than Appetites — 

“We si have more than appetites at 
iftre. (Laughter.) We must have money 
to pay for those things which gratify the 
appetite. Beeause you have food to sel 
don't think/ you can sell it just becaus 
people are ‘hungry.

Nye began to.write the lefter, when Shel- 
ley picked up a pistol lyigg on the table 
and was only prevented frem blowing his 
brains out by the prompt action of his 
friend. The drug soon began to take ef- 
fect, and officers were summoned. Shelley 
Was taken to the station ‘nomse in a patrol 
Wagon. While there he made repeated ef- 
forts to kill himself by knotking his head 
against the iron doors. Dr Wright was 
summoned, and restoratives} were applied. 

At an early hour this mé@rning Shelley 
Was recovering frem the @ffects of the 
drug. Shelley has been in Atlanta about 
two months. He came here ffom Louisville.

In response to a ques- 
tion Miss Owen stated that she knew Dr. 
W. Is. Ryder; had Known him for three 
or more years. 

When asked if she knew Miss Sallie Em- 
ma Owen, she said: 

“Yes; she was my only sister.” 

During the whole of Miss Owen's evi- 
dence one could see the great effort she 
was making to control herself. 

She told how often Dr. Ryder had called 
at their house, of his professions of friend- 
ship to the family, of the little friendly 
presents she and her sister had accepted, of 
the fact that her sister had corresponded 
with him occasionally. She said she had 
heard him speak of his ear trouble, and 
on one occasion had seen him suffering. 
She saw him on the day of the crime. He 
was at their house all day, and came in 
town with her sister. She saw him twenty 
minutes before the crime, and from what 
she knew of him, she felt that he was per- 
fectly sane. 

The case opened with the evidence of Dr. 
John Douglas, who stated that from his 
knowledge of the disease and the evidence 
believed that Ryder was perfectly sane 
when the crime was committed. 

In rebuttal of Dr. Johnson’s statements 
concerning the cause of Ryder’s condition 
in the Macon jail, Dr. Douglas said that 
belladonna and atropia would produce dila- 
tion of the pupils and that inflammation of 
the brain would be attended by contraction 
of the pupils, rapid rather than a slow pulse 
and a higher temperature. 

Dr. F. J. Wells said he knew Dr. Ryder 
and had him once to extract a tooth from 
him. He did not think a man who had 
suffered from this disease, but went about 
his usual business on the day of the hom- 
icide could be considered insane. He said 
the disease in the inner ear could produce 
insanity, but he did not believe Ryder in- 
sane at the time the crime was committed. 

Dr. W. H. Bryan, a cousin of Miss Owen 
testified: 

“Dr. Ryder and I occupied the same office 
for fifteen months previous to January 1, 
1895. I have seen him constantly since. In 
1894 I was called to see him with Dr. Bard- 
well on the occasion of his suffering with 
acute attack of inflammation of the inner 
ear. Dr. Bardwell told me of his suffer- 
‘ing greatly once while I was absent. But 
at no time have I ever seen him when his 
mind was not clear. 1 saw him at the 
reading club Friday night and again Satur- 
day, but saw nothing wrong about him. 
He always talked in a low tone of voice. 
He often complained that Miss Owen would 
not receive his addresses, and once said 
to me he wished she would to something 
to make him mad. I believe from my 
knowledge of the man, of the disease with 
which he was suffering, and what I 
heard in evidence that he is a perfectly 
sane man. I believe from the evidence in 
this case that he was a sane man at 
time this crime was committed,” 

Hon. J. S. Persons, ordinary of Talbot 
county, said he knew Ryder well and was 
quite intimate with him. He remembered 
his complaining two or three times of pain 
in his head, but he never thought when 
he was suffering that he was of unsound 
mind, and never thought his ear trouble 
affected his mind at all, Witness said that 
Ryder conversed in a rational way on Sat- 
urday and was apparently perfectly well 
on Sunday morning. He saw Ryder almost 
daily, but never saw anything wrong about 
his mind. 

Mr. A. P. Persons said he had known 
Ry ler a long time and was on good terms 
with him. 

“Wrom all I saw of him,’’ said the wit- 
ness. “from what I know of this crime, 
and the evidence produced here, I believe 
he was perfectly sane when the act was 
committed.” 

Mr. Persons was shown a letter and 
asked if he had received it. He replied that 
he had and that it came to him through 
the mails. He recognized the handwriting 
as that of Dr. W. L. Ryder. 

The letter read as follows: 

“Ntacon, Ga., April 17, 1896.—A. P. Per- 
sons, Talbotton, Ga.—Dear Old Friend: 
Come to see me. WwW. L. RYDER.”

Alabama Commercial Association 
Meets for Another Purpose. 

Rirmingham, Ala., September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mr. W. J. Boles., secretary of the 
Birmingham Commercial Club, and of the 
Alabama Commercial Association, denies 
the report that the Alabama association is 
to meet next month for the purpose of in- 
vestigating alleged frauds in elections of 
the past. He says: 

“The Alabama Commercial Association 
was called to meet in this city on the 7th 
of October for the purpose of taking steps 
looking to an Alabama exhibit at the cen- 
tennial at Nashville next year.

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ing from Chicago to Canton transported 
a large delegation of commercial travel- 
ers free of charge. On the 3d of Oc- 
tober there is to be a meeting of the 
democratic Glubs of the United States 
at St. Louis, and Senator Jones, chair- 
man of the national committee, was 
naturally desirous of Knowing what 
rates the railway lines of the country 
would make for carrying the thousand 
or more delegates that will be present 
at St. Louis on the occasion named. As 
our readers know, it is usual for the 
railways of the country to give reduced 
rates to large bodies of travelers, to ex- 
cursionists, and to delegates to conven- 
tions. This has been the practice of 
railroads for many years, and there have 
been no exceptions to the rule until the 
large corporations in the west concluded 
to go into party politics. 

As we have said, Chairman .ones 
was anxious to know what rates would 
be made by the roads for the thousand 
or more delegates to St. Louis repre- 
senting the democratic clubs of the 
United States. To find out, he sent his 
stenographer to the chairman of the 
central passenger committee at Chicago 
with a request for the necessary infor- 
mation. Instead of giving a civil reply 
to a civil question, the lordly railroad 
magnate abused Senator Jones’s mes- 
senger, and denounced him in round 
terms.

Whenever 
a gold standard man desires to leave 
the impression that he has been investi- 
gating the money question, he comes 
forward with the statement that silver 
was demonetized in 1854.

In a speech 
delivered at Columbus, O., on the 15th 
of August, this wretched old falsifier, 
who scorns to tell the truth when a lie 
will serve his vile purpose, made the 
following remarks: 

The avowed purpose of the passage of 
the law of 1834 was to make gold the 
standard. This was declared by the 
committee of the house of representa- 
tives who had charge of the bill, who 
said in their report: “The committee 
think that the desideratum in the mon- 
etary system is a standard of uniform 
value; they cannot ascertain that both 
metals have ever circulated simultane- 
ousiy, concurrently @nd indiscriminately 
in any country where there are banks 
Or money dealers, and they entertain 
the conviction that the nearest approach 
to an invariable standard is its estab- 
lishment in one metal, which metal 
shall compose exclusively the currency 
for large payments.”’ 

What John Sherman supposed, when he 
made the foregoing quotation from the 
comimittee’s report, was that none of 
his audience would take the trouble to 
investigate the facts. And he was 
doubtless right. Few men care to take 
the trouble to investigate for them- 
selves, being content to take their facts 
second hand. The impression John 
Sherman sought to make is set forth 
in the lie he told in his preface to the 
paragraph he quotes.

Silver is the ancient currency of the 
United States; the metal in which the 
money unit is exhibited, the money gen- 
erally used in foreign commerce, and 
that description of the precious metals in 
the distribution of which we exercise an 
extensive agency. (The committee, upon 
due consideration of all attendant cir- 
cumstances, are of opinion: that the 
Standard of value ought to be legally 
and exclusively, as it is practically, reg- 
ulated in silver!) 

Thus it seems that the misrepresenta- 
tion with which John Sherman prefaced 
his quotation is a monumental one, de- 
liberately concocted for the purpose of 
deceiving the people he was addressing.

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The “Business Man.” 

It is claimed for the republican nomi- 
nee that he is the choice of the business 
men of this country. That such a claim, 
however, is not well founded is abun- 
dantly shown by the fact that hundreds 
of the most successful merchants and 
business men of the country are warm 
advocates of free coinage. 

One of the most pronounced of these 
advocates is Mr. H. K. Thurber, of New 
York. Mr. Thurber is at the head of 
one of the largest mercantile establish- 
ments of the metropolis, and has long 
been recognized as a shrewd and suc- 
cessful business man. Until the present 
campaign, Mr. Thurber has been a con- 
Sistent republican, and has never failed 
to. vote that ticket in any national elec- 
tion. Since the adoption of the St. 
Louis plaform last June, however, he 
has considered his allegiance to the 
party at an end. It has doubtless cost 
him some regret to surrender his politi- 
cal affiliations, but he has cheerfully 
made the sacrifice. Being a warm advo- 
cate of free coinage, as the only true 
American policy of finance, he could 
not consistently support a candidate 
who stood upon a gold platform, and 
whose views were altogether at variance 
with his own. 

In espousing the cause of bimetallism 
Mr. Thurber evinced that shrewd busi- 
ness sense for which his name is a syn- 
onym in commercial circles. He advo- 
cates free coinage because he has made 
a thorough study of the money question 


and because he believes it to be for the

 peference to “one metal’ as the sole 


best interests of the masses. He also 


knows, as every business man should 
know, that trade, to a very large extent, 
depends upon the condition of the coun- 
try. When money is plentiful trade is 
brisk, but when money is scarce trade 
is dull. The present stagnation in busi- 
ness can be readily explained by the ap- 
plication of this principle. AS Soon as 
the volume of the currency is increased 
trade will immediately begin to pick 
up. Likewise every department of in- 
dustry will experience the quickening 
impulse of better times and begin at 
once to revive. Under the single gold 
standard the country has suffered from 
one end to the other. The reason is that 
the policy of the gold standard has 
been one of contraction. If the present 
system is continued there can be no 
hope for the future; and the only prom- 
ise of better times lies in a change of 
monetary standards. If bimetallism will 
increase the volume of the currency and 
thereby improve trade, every merchant 
in the United States should vote for it. 
Such considerations as these have in- 
duced Mr. Thurber to espouse the cause 
of free coinage, and they should like- 
wise obtain with every other intelligent 
business man. 

In espousing free coinage Mr. Thurber 
is by no means passive. He is a vigor- 
ous, unrelenting and persistent worker, 
and intends to keep his coat off until 
the polls are closed in November. 
Writing to a friend in regard to the 
political situation in New York state, 
Mr. Thurber says: 

Dear Sir—Yours of the 6th instant at 
hand. McKinley cannot carry New York 
State if the masses of the party vote the 
ticket, and I think they will.

“the Cincinnatus of the west,’’ ‘‘the Ameri- 
can Fabius,’’ and “the flower of the for- 
est.” John Adams was ‘the Colossus of 
independence.’”’ Thomas Jefferson “‘the sage 
of Monticello,” and the “author of the de- 
claration;’’ James Madison, ‘“‘the father of 
the constitution,” and John Quincy Adams, 
“the old man eloquent.’ Like Washington 
Andrew Jackson had several nicknames. 
Among these were “Old Hickory,” “the 
hero of New Orleans” and “Big Knife,”’ and 
Martin Van Buren was known as “the lit- 
tle magician’ and “the wizard of Kinder- 
hook.”” William Henry Harrison was va- 
riously called “‘Tippecanoe,’’ “Old Tip’ and 
“the ‘““Washington of the west.’’ Tyler was 
sometimes referred to as “Young Hickory’”’ 


and sometimes as “the accidental presi- 
dent.” General Taylor was “old rough and 
ready,”’ “Old Buena Vista” and “Old Zack.., 
Fillmore was “the American Louis Phil- 
lippe.’’ Buchanan “Old Public Function- 
ary,” “Old Buck,’ and “‘the bachelor presi- 
dent."” Abraham Lincoln was called “rail 
splitter,” “Honest Abe,” ‘Uncle Abe,”’ 
‘‘Marse Linkum”’ and ‘‘Father Abraham.”’ 
Johnson was known as “Andy” and “Sir 
Veto;” Grant as “Unconditional Surren- 
der,” “Old Three Stars,” ‘“‘the hero of Appo- 
mattox” and “the American Ceasar,” and 
Hayes was “the president de facto;’’ Gar- 
field “the martyred president.”” Arthur 
“the first gentleman of the land;" Cleve- 
land “the man of destiny,” “Grover” and 
“stuffed prophet” and Harrison “grand: 
father’s hat” and ‘‘Uncle Ben.” 


Few people have any idea of the work 
carried on by the fish commission. It has 
planted this year in the waters of the 
United States no less than 1,207,664,000 fish.

Why, we opened the 
great prairies of the west to development 
and production by extending railroads 
across them and then closing the mines in 
the mountains beyond to the uses of their 
products aS money I am utterly unable to 
explain, except upon the hypothesis that 
the money power that invited and encor- 
aged this overproduction of property knew 
that closing our mines to money uses 
would enable them, by the falling prices 
for property, to absorb all production ex- 
cept the pittance that it cost to support the 
labor that produced it. This much you 
know every man must do for his mule. 
No people deserve a better government 
than they make for themselves, and I can 
but think that the common remedy is to 
increase the money supply to meet the de- 
mand of an increased production of prop- 
erty. I know that our people in Kentucky 
sorely feel the wrong, and I believe they 
see the remedy. Our people are sorely agi- 
tated, and in this I see the greatest hope. 
I believe the tide is resistless, and that 
Bryan and Sewall will carry our state by 
an overwhelming majority.

POLICY HOLDERS HOT| 


Declare That They Will Not Pay the 
Assessment Made. 


ORGANIZED FIGHT TO BE MADE 


Atlanta Holders Will Join in Oppos- 
ing the Collection of the Assess- 
ments—Talks with Some. 


The situation in regard to the asses- 
ments made upon the policy holders ir the 
United States Mutual Accident Association 
by its receiver, Henry Winthrop tray, 
underwent but little change yesterday. 

Those upon whom the assessments have 
been made are more determined than ever 
to avoid paying the amounts if there is any 
way to do 80. At anv rate, it is certain 
that a fight will be made in the courts, 

As the notices are received they are being 
turned over to Mr. James T. Prince, who 
was the agent for the company for this 
state, and he has already secured the ser. 
vices of a lawyer. Mr. Prince left yester- 
day for Birmingham, and it could not be 
aseertained definitely who had been em- 
ploved. Al! of the old policy holders are 
very vehement in their expressions re- 
garding the whole proceeding, and an- 
nounce their intention of not paying the 
amounts. 

Mr. J. R. Little, who is connected with the 
firm of John Silvey & Co., said yesterday: 
“When I bought by policy in the United 
States Mutual company I took it for one 
vear, and paid for it $24, in advance. I 
had a distinct understanding with Mr. 
Prince that it was to be stopped at the end 
of that time, as I did not destre it for a 
longer time. At the end of the year it was 
stopped, that was several years ago, and 
I heard nothing more from it until a few 
davs ago, when this notice was sent to me. 
Now I don’t intend to pay that assessment 
unless I am forced to do So, and I intend to 
fight it to the end.” 

Mr. W. A. Ward, who is also connected 
with the Silvey company, said that he re- 
garded the whole matter as an infamous 
outrage. “It has been fully five vears since 
I held a policy in that company,” said he, 
“and you may depend upon. it that I, for 
one, will fight the assessment to the end 
before I will pay a cent. At the time that 
the policy was sold to me it was distinctly 
understood that the policy was non-as- 
sessable. I considered that as final then 
and still hold the same opinion.” 

Mr. H. ©. Leonard, of the firm of Inman, 
Smith & Co., was another of the unfortun- 
ate policy holders of the United States 
Mutual. The amount of his assessment {is 
$5.75. He said yesterday: “it is my inten- 
tion to let the receiver of the company 
sue for the amount. If he gets judgment, 
of course I will have to pay, but I will give 
him a fight before he does recover the little 
sum.”’ 

The amounts that have been demanded of 
the employes of the firm of John Silvey & 
(‘o. are much smaller than in the other 
houses. There they range in different sums 
from 42 cents to $4. Among the rest of the 
policy holders they call for several dollars 
in almost every instance, while some are 
as high as $18 and $20. Everyone who had 
a policy says that he bought it with the 
understanding that it was to be non-assess- 
able, and they all say that they will go 
to the courts before they will pay a single 
cent. 

It is probable that a test case will be 
made and if it is won by the recetver, the 
others will pay their different amounts 
without further trouble.

SHOOT WILL BEGIN TODAY. 


CRACK SHOTS OF GEORGIA AND 
: ALABAMA WILL MEET.

Event Draws Many Fine Marksmen 
from Neighboring States—A 
Barbecue Today. 


The first annual shoot of the Georgia and 
Alabama Interstate Gun Club Association 
starts today at 9 o’clcok. Sportsmen from 
several of the neighboring states are here 
with their guns and they expect to carry 
back home with them several of the prizes. 

During the day a barbecue will be served 
on the grounds, and a large crowd is ex- 
pected to be present to partake of the 
feast. The Atlanta men have been prac- 
ticing almost continually for several 
days and they will make some goods shots. 
During the two days of the contest 500 
live pigeons will be used as targets for 
the men and it is probable that few will 
escape their unerring aim. 

In all the matches the smokeless powder 
will be used. The advantage of this over 
the old black powder is very great, as 
there is no smoke to blind the eyes of the 
sheoter ard no dust to blacken his face 
and soil his hands. Nothing smaller than 
a ten-bore gun will be admitted to the 
contest. Fifteen traps have been placed 
upon the ground, five of which will be used 
for the live pigeons, the remaining ten 
being used to throw the clay pigeons. 

The contests are open to everyone, and 
the shooter has the right to say whether 
he will shoot at the animate or inanimate 
pigeons. The advantage of shooting at the 
clay pigeons is that they are easier to hit, 
and when hit they are easier to bring down, 
and the advantages of shooting at the live 
birds is that the shooter has the right to 
fire both barrels of his gun, either at the 
sume time or separately. 

The meet will be under the auspices of 
the Fulton Gur Club, which was organized 
in 1884. It new has forty-six active mnem- 
hers. and is one cf the best, as well as on? 
of the most ponular voiganizations in ye 
state. The object of the Fulton Gun Club, 
as well as of the interstate association, is 
to promote fine shooting among the mem- 
bers and to enforce the game laws, which, 
in the past, have been greatly neglected.

United States Court Docket Has More 
‘‘Moonshine’’ Cases Than Ever. 
The number of cases on the United States 
court docket is more than 1,500. They will 
be pushed to trial as rapidly as possible 

when the October term of court convenes. 

Four hundred cases have already been 
fixed on the calendar. They will probably 
be disposed of in October. Two hunéred 
ndditional cases will be disposed of by the 
end of the year and another 200 cases dur- 
ing March. 

United States Attorney James is de- 
termined’ to get through aS many cases as 
possible, but the ‘‘moonshine’’ cases come 
in almost as fast as they are disposed of 
and it will be impossible to finish up the 
docket by the expiration of his term of 
office. 

The docket at present is the largest in 
the history of the court in this city. At- 
torney James expects by next March to dis- 
pose of a larger number of cases than has 
ever been disposed of in the same 
leagth of time. The reason for the unus- 
vally large number of cases this year is 
that the tax on distilled liquors has heen 
raised from 9 cents to $1.20 a gallon. More 
than 1,000 of the 1,500 cases to be tried are 
for iilicit discvilling.

NO INTEREST MONEY 


Bagle and Phenix Stockhelders Have 
More Trouble. 


CANNOT ISSUE CERTIFICATES 


Must Raise the Mcney from Their 
Own Pcckets. 


JUDGE'S DECISION PROTECTS FORMER LIENS 


Interest on the Company’s Bonds Must 
Be Paid by Octcber list or Go 
To Default. 


Judge Newman has decided adversely the 
application of a committee of stockholders 
of the Eagle and Phenix Manufacturing 
Company, asking the United States court 
to require the receivers of the corporation 
to issue receivers’ centificates to pay the 
July interest on the bonds which will be in 
default on October Ist, if not paid by that 
day. 

The interest matured on July Ist, but 
ninety days is allowed before default for 
non-payment. The amount of interest due 
is $55,000, but a payment of $22,000 would 
satisfy the payment temporarily on account 
of an arrangement made with the com- 
pany’s creditors. 

The judge decided that the depositors in 
the Savings bank of the Eagle and Phoenix 
Company and others holding liens against 
the property should not be displaced in fa- 
vor of the bondholders or anyone else. 

His decision’ will make is necessary for 
the stockholders’ reorganization committee 
to raise the amount of interest among 
themselves by personal assessment or else 
to allow the payment to go by default. 

On account of the great public interest in 
the affairs of the Eagle and Phenix mills 
and the number of people financially inter- 
ested in the great corporation Judge New- 
man’s decision is presented here in full: 

Judge Newman’s Decision. 

“This is an application by the defendant, 
the Eagle and Phenix Manufacturing Com- 
pany, asking the court to require the re- 
ceivers to pay the July interést on the 
bonds of the company. By the terms of 
the mortgage or trust deed, ninety days jis 
allowed for the maturity of the interest be- 
fore default will occur for its non-payment. 
If not paid within this time the right of 
the trustee to proceed to enforce the trust 
deed exists. 

“It is perfectly clear from the general re- 
port of the receivers as to the condition 
of the company’s affairs, filed some .weeks 
ago, as well as from their answer to the 
rule to show cause in this matter, that if 
the money can be raised at all by them 
for this purpose it must be on receivers’ 
certificates, having a lien on all the prop- 
erty of the defendant company, and being 
prior in right to everything as to which the 
court would have the power to make them 
preferential. 

“There are no funds in the hands of the 

receivers which can be used for this pur- 
pose, so far as has been shown. The com- 
pany owes, according to the statement of 
its liabilities made to the court by the re- 
ceivers, in addition to its bonded debt: 
Bills payable.... .. .. .. sete co os $477,285 52 
Savings department, due depositors 119,105 34 
Due on open accounts, secured and 

unsecured 14

“The amount due the depositors in the 
Savings department is claimed to have pri- 
ority over mortgage bonds, and a large 
portion of the amount due by bills payable 
and open accounts is also claimed to be 
preferential and to be entitled to payment 
before the bonds. How far the contention 
as to priority on the part of these credi- 
tors is correct cannot now be determined, 
but such is and will be the claim undoubt- 
edly. 

“Now the court is requested, for the 
purpose of paying interest on these bonds, 
to issue receivers’ certificates, which, if 
they can.be used to raise the money at all, 
must be superior to the rights of any of 
the creditors by deposit certificates, bills 
payable, on open accounts, as above re- 
ferred to. 

Improper, if Not Illegal. 

“For the court, by an order of this sort, 
to displace existing Hens would certainly 
be very doubtful as to its propriety, if, in- 
deed, it would not be an entirely illegal act. 
The issuance of certificates in railroad re- 
ceiverships is very largely on the ground of 
the public use of railroad corporations—that 
of highways for travel—and the court will 
raise funds and allow the receiver to give 
his obligagion for their payment in prefer- 
ence to A debts, to carry into effect the 
public purpose for which the corporation 
was established. This reason w ‘‘'d not 
apply in the case of a purely privaie cor- 
poration, such as the manufacturing com- 
pany, whose interests are now under con- 
sideration. 

“This question is discussed by Judge 
Gresham in the case of the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company versus Greek Creek 
Coal Company (50 Fed, Rep., 481), and a 
brief quotation from the conclusion of the 
opinion will show the tenor of the decision. 
It is this: ‘Instead of displacing mort- 
gages and other liens upon the property 
of private corporations and natural per- 
sons, it is the duty of the courts to uphold 
and enforce them against all subsequent 
incumbrances. It would be dangerous to 
extend the power which has been recently 
exercised over railroad mortgages (some- 
times with unwarranted freedom) on ac- 
count of their peculiar nature to ‘‘all mort- 
gazes.’’’ 

‘“‘In this case,if the court acts as requested, 
it would create a lien prior in right to that 
of the savings bank depositors, creditors by 
bills payable and open accounts, for the 
purpose of paying the money raised on the 
certificates to bondholders who, by the con- 
tention of other creditors, have a lien in- 
fer@r to their equitable preference. No

Difficult To Raise Money Now. 

“Other objections have been suggested in 
argument to granting this petition, but in 
the view I take of the matter, as already 
expressed, it is unnecessary to consider 
them. It may be remarked, however, that 
from what has been stated, it would proba- 
bly be veryedifficult to raise money at pres- 
ent on receivers’ certificates upon this 
property in the hands of the court, even if 
ample authority should be granted the re- 
ceivers for that purpose. 

“IT am exceedingly anxious, as has been 
Stated several times from the bench, to do 
everything that can legitimately and right- 
fully be done to protect the stockholders 
and all parties interested in this property. 
This petition shcwld be granted, therefcre, 
if I could legally and properly do so, but 
upon full consideration and reflection, I 
am thoroughly satisfied that the order re- 
quested should not be passed. 

“The question suggested im the argument 
as to whether, in case of the trustee pro- 
ceeding in court to enforce the trust deed 
for default in payment of interest, the de- 
fault can be secured and the maturity of 
the principal avoided at any time before 
sale, by the payment of interest, is not 
now decided. It will be a matter for con- 
sideration if, and when, the case reaches 
that stage rendering such a decision neces- 
sary. The petition must be denied.

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SCHOOL CHILDREN ARE HAPPY. 


They Are Well Pleased by the Action 
of Council To Furnish Ice. 

The hearts of 12,000 school children were 
made glad yesterday when they read in 
The Constitution of the action of the city 
counvil in making an appropriation to pro- 
vide ice at the public schools. 

The children have been drinking the hot 
hydrant water since the opesing «f the 
schools, and until the present cool spell 
set in there was much complaint wt the 
failure of the authorities to furnish ice. 
The pupils drank the city water enly bte- 
cause it was necessary and :ney were only 
too glad to get out of scnool every day 
and go to their homes to quench their 
thrist. Many of the children refused to 
drink the water in the schools and dur- 
ing recess they begged water from those 
residing near the schools. 

It seéms that no provision has ever been 
made to provide ice water at the schools 
and when the matter came up before the 
council Monday Alderman Hirsch, who is 
chairman of the supply committee of the 
board of education, stated that if the coun- 
cil made an appropriation to buy ice it 
would be necessary to purchase a number 
of coolers for the schools, at a cost of 
something like $400. The matter was pass- 
ed at the time, but it is likely that before 
amount will be set aside to purchase ice 
another season of hot weather a sufficient 
coolers for all the schools. In the mean- 
time ice will be provided until the weath- 
er gets cooler and the city water is palat- 
able. 

The school children discussed the action 
of the council yesteday and hundreds of 
them voted thanks to The Constitution 
for calling attention to the matter and to 
Alderman Colvin, introducer of the resolu- 
tion in council Monday.

We Know that in 1894, here in Covington, 
such a division was asked for and freolv 
granted: but when election morning cam2 
they cvould present only one man in the 
town district who was thought to be q.al- 
ified to discharge the duties of manager. 
and after he had taken the oath ard vtart- 
ed to enter upon his duties as manager, 
it was found, before any ballots were cast.

off *“‘for cause.’’ Then another man, a dem- 
ocrat, had to be selected as manigoer, he- 
cause the populists could not present an- 
other man that was qualified to act as elec- 
tion manager.

The only 
chance to secure a conviction was to Se- 
cure Hinton’s evidence, and the only way 
to open his mouth was with the hope of a 
pardon. The state put this before the jury, 
and Sutton, who was a third party man— 
and, by the way, the three men charged 
with the killing were all third party men— 
got a man to swear to such facts that went 
to show that Hinton was not there, and 
Mr. Tom Watson, who was one of the 
lawyers for Sutton, argued before the, jury 
that Hinton .was not guilty, but that he 
had sworn as he did in. order to try and 
get himself out of trouble. The jurv staid 
out nearly a week. Some believed that 
Sutton was guilty, but they had to believe 
it beyond a reasonable doubt, and after be- 
ing out several days, finally they agreed 
to a verdict of ‘not guilty.’ That looked 
bad: the lawyers were disappointed; but 
Hinton had done what he agrecd to do. 
Let jme put it to every white man and 
every colored man here: Would it have 
been right for the governor of vour state 
to allow the solicitor general and lawyers 
of ‘'th's dead man to induce that man 
Hinton to plead guilty on the agreement 
made and let him be hanged in violation 
of the agreement that they had made with 
him” too, when thev did rot have 
the evidence to convict him.

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DUNCAN GASE AGAIN: 


Governor Atkinson Writes a Highly 
Interesting Letter. 


SATISFIED OF HIS INNOCENCE 


Reviews the Records ‘and the Evi- 
‘ dence in the Case—Truth of 
the Prosecution. 


Governor Atkinson has written a highly 
interesting letter concerning the Duncan 
case and the efforts of his opponents to 


make political capital out of it. | 

The letter is in reply to an inquiry from 
Chairman Roddenbery, of Thomas county, 
and in view of what has been said and pub- 
lished about this case, this reply is an 
important addition to the literature of the 
campaign. 

Here it is in full: 

Letter to Roddenbery. 

“Hon. S. A. Roddenbery, Chairman I:x- 
ecutive Committee Thomas County, Thom- 
asville, Ga.—Dear Sir: 1 am in receipt of 
your communication, stating that l am 
being censured on account of a circular con- 
tain‘ag a statement that ! had pardoned 
Adolphus Duncan, a negro who had been 
twice convicted of rape on a white woman, 
and asking whether or not 1 had authorized 
its publication as issued, 

“If you had but reflected for a moment, 
‘you would have Known that to attend to 
the duties of governor and do the amount 
of stump speaking that is done by me, was 
all that it is possible for one’ man to do. 
It is not possible for me tb superintend or 
know of the work done by supporters of 
the democratic ticket in distributing cam- 
paign literature, and it does me a great 
injustice to hold me responsible for what 
others do without my knowledge or consent, 
There woulda be just as much reason and 
justice in presuming that Bryan and Mc- 
Kinley knew ct and were responsible for 
everything abne or said by their party Sup- 
porters and newspaper advocates. I did 
not authorize the publication of this ob- 
jectionable statement about which you 
write, and did not know bf it until I saw 
a criticism on it in a newspaper. 1 then 
got a copy, read in it the statement above 
quoted, and saw that the bare, naked, un- 
explained statement was calculated to de- 
moralize those ignorant of the facts in the 
case, and at once, without a moment's de- 
lay, requested Chairman Clay to use his 
efforts to prevent the further distribution 
of the circular. Mr. Clay himself did not 
read the circular or know of its contents 
until | ealled his attention to same. All bf 
his time is required to look after engage- 
ments for public speakers, and to answer 
correspondence; it is, therefore, equally 
impossible ‘for him to know the contents 
of all the literature distributed by sup- 
porters of the democratic ticket. 

“T will remark, however, from informa- 
tion received at democratic headquarters, 
I learn that the same circular is- being dis- 
tributed at points where it Was not sent 
by any supporters of the democratic ticket, 
and that I am satisfied that the populists 
have reproduced the circular in a distorted 
form and are distributing it among the 
voters and attacking me for what | never 
did, and for what they themselves are now 
doing and pretending that it is the work of 
democrats. As corroborative of this, I re- 
fer to the garbled extracts of same in this 
week's populist paper, purporting tb be a 
true copy of the circular. This is upon a 
level with other low, dirty and disreputable 
campaign methods of the populists. 


Satisfied of Duncan’s Innocence. 


“The parties who compiled the matter in 
the circular in question doubtless thought 
that as so much had been said in the news- 
papers about the Duncan case’ every- 
one was just as familiar with the reasons 
for granting the pardon as they were them- 
selves, and that the bare suggestion of 
the case would recall the reasons upon 
which the pardon of Duncan was based. 

“The case in short was this: 

“Duncan was convicted of rape and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 

“The supreme court and other officers 
expressed to me a doubt as to his guilt. 
It was suggested that in view of the dbdvubt 
of his guilt, that [ commute his sentence 
te imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
le. 

“IT declined to do this, and stated that if 
he was guiltv he should hang. and if inno- 
cent, he should be pardoned: that there was 
no middle ground in a rape case. When 
the charge of rape is made the innocent de- 
serve no punishment, and the guilty deserve 
no mercy. Even though he was an humble 
negro, I felt it was my duty to learn the 
truth, whatever time and effort it might 
cost. me. 

“I did learn the truth. Tt was clearly 
proven to the satisfaction of the,commu- 
nity, the jury, the solicitor general, and all] 
of the officers of the court that Dunean 
was an innocent man. 

“IT was clearly satisfied of his innocence 
and pardoned him. 

“It is a matter of regret to every gelf- 
respecting Georgian that the populists have 
undertake to conduc tthis campaign unon 
such a low plane. While 1 do not propose 
to siak to their level, I am forced. in reply- 
ing to these attacks, to say such a thine 
and state such facts that the people can 
get at the truth. 

“The objectiorable clause bf: the circular 
in question was made to reply to ore of 
their campaign slanders, and has just above 
it the following statement: ‘While itt ¢- 
not deemed proper tt refer to the exercise 
of the pardoning power of an ex@Butive as 
the reason why he should fupported 
politically, vet inasmuch as Governor At- 
kinson has been attacked bv the ponuliste 
for pardoning Hinton for the purpose of 
prejudicing the colored people against him 
it is but proper to refer to the following 
cases. hen follows the allusion of the 
Duncan case, : 

“If our democratic friends will get hold 
of the untruthful and slanderous-etreulars 
which are being put in cireculatidbn by the 
populists in order to defeat me, they will 
find ample cause for indignation against 
our opponents. Let us now turn our ring 
voon the enemy. Let no dembcrat fire into 
the democratic ranks while there ts a com- 
mon foe upon the field. Before believing 
charges against our party nominees let us 
make inquiry and learn the truth. ’ ;

Mr. Black stated that he 
believed Atkinson would win by a large ma- 
jority and believed that a great Many pop- 
ulists in the city would vote for him. hie 
made mention of the national campaign, 
but stated that he would not. discuss it. 
He urged all gold men to cast their vote 
for Wiliam J. Bryan and prosperity. 

Mr. Fulton Colville was the 
speaker and he made a speech that 
the approval of every one present 
won him new laurels. 

‘T believe,” said Mr. Colville, “‘that 
mocracy will sweep the state by a larger 
majority this year than ever before. The 
populists, in order to win, have put out a 
platform in which they assert they will 
give free schoolbooks to all children. This 
is to catch those who are dissatistied. \Wnen 
we take into consideration the cost of 
these books and the large amount of tax 
the people would have to pay in order that 
the state might purchase them, we readily 
see how impracticable this proposition is. 
Fulton county now pays one-seventh of the 
entire tax of the state and these free 
schoolbooks would mean that we, the resi- 
dents of Fulton county, would have to 
pay one-seventh of the tax with which the 
books would be bought.” 

Mr. Colville spoke at length on the prohi- 
bition plank in the populist platform and 
stated that if their dispensary law was 
passed it would cause Georgia to become 
like South Carolina. 

He said that the populists wanted to close 
the barrooms throughout the state, but in 
doing so would make the state itself a 
barroom. He praised the local option law 
and spoke of it as a true democratic in- 
stitution. He urged all registered voters to 
vote. A large democratic majority in this 
State, he said,. will help and add enthusi- 
asm to democracy all over the country. He 
spoke of the national campaign and urged 
all voters to cast their votes for Bryan. 

Mr. Jack Spalding was the next speaker 
called on and he made a rousing address, 
“When W. Y. Atkinson announced his 
candidacy for the office of governor of 
Georgia this year,’’ said Mr. Spalding, ‘‘he 
was not opposed by a single democrat. 
Neither were those who are running on 
the ticket with him. Has any one anything 
to sav against any of them’? They are tie 
nominees of the state democratic conven- 
tion and were nominated without a dissent- 
ing voice being heard. Truer, nobler, better 
men could not be found.” 

He praised the state democratic ticket 
and urged the necessity of a large majority 
in Fulton county. He said that Fulton 
county pays a large amount of the taxes 
of the state, but has only three represen- 
tatives in the legislature and a large ma- 
jority in the county would add greatly to 
their strength and influence. 

Mr. E. T. Williams was called on and 
delivered a short but enthusiastic address. 
He said that Governor Atkinson was the 
best governor the state had ever had and 
deserved a large majority in Fulton coun- 
tv. He spoke of Governor Atkinson's ad- 
ministration and told of the great amount 
of good he had done while in office. He 
was loudly applauded. 

Mr. T. B. Felder, who will represent 
Fulton county in the next legislature, was 
introduced by Chairman Cashman and re- 
eeived with applause. He thanked the 
voters of the fifth ward for the handsome 
majority they gave him in their ward. 

“If the county of Fulton would welid 
any influence in the next, legislature,”’ said 
he, ‘‘they must come out and register a large 
majority for the state ticket. There is no 
county in the state that asks as many 
favors of the legislature as this county. 
It asks more and gets less than any other 
county in the state. When we ask for any- 
thing we are called on to tell what we 
have done for democracy in our county and 
we have to confess that we were divided. 
If we expect to get favors we must poll 
a large majority.” 

Mr. W. J. Mallard. president of the 
league, was then called on and made a 
short address. He stated that he was heart 
and soul in accord with the state demo- 
cratic ticket. He praised Governor Atkin- 
son and all the statehouse officers and 
urged the voters of the fifth ward ¢o set 
a good example to the other wards of the 
city by piling up a large majority for the 
democratic state ticket. He was loudly 
applauded and the meeting adjourned. 

Other ward meetings will be held in quick 
succession but the date and place of the 
next meeting have not heen settled yet. 
The matter will be definitely decided today, 
however, and elaborate arrangements will 
be made for a glorious mecting.

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WHAT HE THINKS OF THE SITU-

Laboring Men Are for Bryan—Effect 
of the Nebraskan’s Speech in 
Cleveland, Ohio.

HenryGeorge in The New York Journal. 

I met here today with the head of an 
important bureau of the national adminis- 
tration, who has left his Washington office 
to take a look through this part of the coun- 
try. His notion about things political ~ 
that Bryan would be bedten “out of sight, 
and would make no better showing in No- 
vember than did General Scott at the close 
of the campaign that ended the whig party. 

One of the reasons that he assigned for 
this was that Bryan was injuring himself 
by his speeches. This going around the 
country speaking anywhere and every where 
was, in his opinion, most injudicious. As a 
matter of political wisdom Mr. Bryan, he 
said, ought to have rested his reputation 
as an orator on the laurels won by his 
Chicago speech that gave him the nomina- 
tion, and with that nomination to have re- 
tired to his Lincoln home, there to remain 
in dignified silence, allowing others to 
stump the country. 

That was the course, this administration 
democrat said, that astute political man- 
agers would have recommended him. But 
then, he said, Mr. Bryan, while a very 
genial gentleman, would listen to no polit- 
ical management, and was thus ruining his 
chances. 

I had, of course, heard this before, and, 
curious to know what a man who had 
won a reputation as a campaigner thought 
of it. I, asked Governor Altgeld last week 
what he thought of the effect of Bryan's 
campaigning. His reply was that Bryan 
Was doing more for the success of his par- 
ty than any other hundred of the ablest 
speakers could possibly do, and that the 
effect on the people of seeing and hearing 
the man they were asked to vote for, and 
even where it was impossible for them to 
do that, of knowing that he was doing his 
utmost to get among them and talk to them 
face to face, was counting for more than 
an elaborate organization and an army of 
the best speakers. 

Bryan a Physical Marvel. 

Bryan, Governor Altgeld said, was in 
nothing more remarkable than in his tre- 
mendous physical vitality, and had excited 
the astonishment of Governor Stone, of Mis- 
souri, who had accompanied him on some 
of his speeches, by his tremendous ability 
to eat and sleep, thus preserving his power 
under exertion that would soon wear out 
any ordinary man, even if he was in the 
prime of health and strength. 

And it was on the effect of the candidate's 
speeches that Altgeld counted as one of the 
elements that would more than make up 
for any deficiency in money and the sort 
of organization for which money is neces- 
sary, and which, in spite of these deficlen- 
cies, would secure a democratic victory in 
November. 

Now, in Cleveland, I have had an opportu- 
nity of forming my own opinion as to 
whether the democratic federal official, or 
the democratic governor was nearest right 
in his estimate of the effect of Bryan's 
speeches. There are few Americans who 
have had a wider experience in public 
speaking than has fallen to my lot, for I 
have addressed large and frequently hostile 
audiences on three continents upon sub- 
jects which call for thought. 

I have learned to know that thunders 
of applause sometimes merely mean that 
the speaker had said something to which 
his audience was already agreed, and that 
the really effective work of arousing the 
thought of men is usually accompanied by 
silent attention. And the proof to me that 
T had really accomplished something has 
not been the applause of an audience, but 
to see that audience break up into Knots 
of men, intently discussing the subject of 
the speech. 

Earnest Discussion Follows. 

The public square of Cleveland affords 
the most striking example of the effect of 
a speech that I know of. Bryan spoke in 
Cleveland on the ist of September. From 
that dav to the present moment a sort of 
perpetual discussion has gone on in this 
public square. It begins in the morning 
and goes on until day comes again. At no 
time that they pass the square, car conduc- 
tors and morning newspaper men tell me, 
is there not a crowd there discussing the 
issucs of the campaign, and particularly the 
money question. 

Its components are constantly changing, 
but at no time, day or night, or at least for 
twenty-one or twenty-two hours out of the 
twenty-four, is. this crowd not to be seen. 
Sometimes it has a single center, but more 
often it breaks tp into different centers, 
spreading over the square like stars. The 
square has become the recognized place to 
go and hear politics discussed. 

Two men get to talking, passersby gather 
around to listen and then as the original 
speakers cannot be heard, discussion begins 
on the outskirts and knots form around 
the new speakers, until there are many 
different centers. Sometimes when a speak- 
er of particular brilliance or force is heard 
and a larger audience is anxious to listen, 
they insist on his taking a platform in one 
corner of the square that was erected for 
a band stand during the Cleveland Centen- 
nial, when as large a crowd as can hear a 
speaker in the open air forms around him. 

Thus, as a result of Bryan’s first speech 
here there has grown up a perpetual de- 
bating club, open to all who wish to hear 
and free to all who wish to speak and who 
will preserve reasonable decorum. li is a 
remarkable fact that the men who form 
the constantly changing audience insist on 
the proprieties being observed and will lis- 
ten to no mean denunciation or abuse, and 
insist on each side having a fair show. 

There is a sort of permanent chairman 
who presides at these meetings, a round, 
full-built man named Orr, who was a fore- 
man of dock ore handlers in the employ 
of Mark Hanna, until he attended the St. 
Louls populist convention as a delegate. 
Upon his return he was discharged. Mr. 
Hanna has doubtless too much to do to at- 
tend to everything, but it would certainly 
seem to be the part of political wisdom for 
him to have Orr reinstated, for he is devot- 
ing his enforced letsure to the most effec- 
tive work toward defeating McKinley by 
acting as a sort of common-consent chair- 
man for this common people's perpetual par- 
liament, 

Idle Laborers Strong for Bryan. 

I was curtous to learn what the trend of 
the Cleveland public square debates seemed 
to indicate. I found among the democratic 
leaders in Chicago a confidence as to the 
feeling among organized labor, but more 
doubt as to unorganized labor. Now, the 
constantly changing audience of the Cleve- 
land public square—where discussions, by 
the bye, do not stop even when it rains, for 
speakers and auditors then withdraw under 
the wide centennial arch—are evidently 
composed for the most part of men who 
have no work to do, and mostly of wnor- 
ganized laborers. ° 

And all the information that I can get is 
that these discussions show an all but unan- 
imous feeling in favor of Bryan’s election, 
and that the workingmen who are not at 
work will cast relatively as large a vote for 
him as the workingmen who are at work. 

The men who have most closely watched 
these discussions say that, judged by them, 
Mr. McKinley will certainly be beaten in 
his own state.

Challenge Has Been Issued by Colonel 


Livingston. 
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SERIOUS CHARGES HAVE BEEN MADE 


Colonel Peek Claimed that Colonel 
Livingston Had Stolen a Wagon 
During the War. 


A joint debate of the warmest kind is on 
the political programme of the fifth con- 
sional district. 

Colonel Lon Livingston and Colonel W. L.

railway to use his frank. These and other 
charges were made, which reached the ears 
of Colonel Livingston Monday morning 
upon his arrival in Atlanta. He lost no 
time ‘n acting. and seated at a table in 
democratic headquarters wrote out a chal- 
lenge to the man from Conyers asking for 
a joint debate and demanding a proof of 
the charges which had been publicly made 
against him. The letter of challenge was 
mailed at once. 

Yesterday Colonel Livingston spoke at 
Hartwell and was there during the entire 
day. It was thought that he would arrive 
at headquarters in the afternoon, but he 
did not come and it could not be learned 
whether Colonel Peek had replied to the 
challenge. If the debate comes, it will be 
one of the liveliest in the political annals 
of this district. Livingston and Peek have 
always been personal friends. Both headed 
the alliance movement and for several 
years worked hand in glove with each 
other. They were the political Siamese of 
Georgia, but when the third party came 
Peek went off after new gods and Living- 
ston stuck to the old party. Since that 
time, however, they have been personal 
friends and the most cordial relations have 
existed.

The prospective debate will partake al- 
together of a personal nature, and for that 
reason will be red hot.

Colonel Livingston will make a ringing 
answer to these charges.

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Long Distance Telephone Connection Te 
Be Made with Many Cities. 
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WE CAN TALK TO MAINE SOON 


Superintendent Easterlin Busy Making 
Extensions—System All Over 
the South To Be Improved. 


———— 


During the next six months there will 
be many new cities connected with Atlan- 
ta by long distance telephone and the tele- 
phone wires will stretch out into new ter- 
ritory from Atlanta. 

‘ir. J. D. Kasterlin, superintendent of 
the Southern Bell Telephone Company, is 
rapidly building up new lines for his com- 
pany in this and adjoining states. He has 
work on hand now that will take over 
six months to complete, and as soon as it 
is done other extensions will be made. 

Atlanta is the central point and the prin- 
cipal telephone center in the south. The 
Atlanta exchange is one of the prettiest 
in the country, and wires from this city 
stretch across the adjoining states in all 
directions. The telpehone business here 
has built up very rapidly and extensions 
are made as fast as is possible. The peo- 
ple are being educated up to the use of 
long distance telephones and they are used 
a great deal more now than they were a 
lew years ago. 

“Gangs of men are now working on an 
additional circuit to Macon,’ said Superin- 
tendent Kasterlin yesterday, “and on a cir- 
cuit from Macon to Americus. At Ameri- 
cus the line will connect with a circuit 
Which at present exists between Americus, 
Smithville and Albany. 

“We are ordering the poles and all other 
material to be used in building a line from 
Atlanta to Augusta. When all this is 
completed we will go ahead with extensions 
from Augusia in one direction to Charles- 
ton and in another to Savannah. 

“In addition to these Circuits and exten- 
sions we have authority to extend the pres- 
ent Columbus line from Opelika down to 
Montgomery, at which place it will be 
connected to the line which at present con- 
hects Montgomery with Selma, Demopolis 
und intervening stations. 

“T have just returned from the north, 
where I discussed with the long distance 
telephone people there the advisability of 
connecting their system with ours. The 
iuea meets with their approval, and they 
contemplate connecting the two systems 
ut an early date. They will come south 
from Washington by way of Lynchburg, 
Danville and Charlotte to Atlanta.” 

When the two great long distance tele- 
phone systems are connected people in 
Atlanta and ali through Georgia where long 
fistance telphone stations are located can 
talk to New York by a very short route. 

Before the other extensions in the state 
are built Atlanta will be the central point, 
und all talking te the north will be done 
through here. This will give Atlantu a 
prominence in long distance telphone 
Cles, 

Mr. George Cole, of the Atlanta telephone 
exchange, will leave for Macon in a few 
days, Where he goes t@ superintend the 
construction of the underground system 
in that city. All the material for the con- 
struction of this underground system is 
the ground ready for use, and when it 
is completed the system of Macon will be 
of the in the south. 

Savunnah has a fine system and in a 
short time work will be commenced on a 
telephone exchange building, something 
like the one here. 

When ine long distance line of the north 
is connected with the southern system and 
ull interstate systems are completed 
the territory between Atlanta and New 
York will be one net work of wires. Atlan- 
ta will be enabled to speak to Augusta, 
Me., and all eastern cities and with the 
far northwest. The work of building lines 
to conncet Atlanta with all southern cities 
will be pushed rapidly forward.

The fathers 
of these seven boys are now the avowed 
enemies of the citizens who swore against 
the boys at the trial. Judge Calhoun gave 
the whole gang $3 and costs each and also 
a free lecture to the effect that if they dis- 
turbed the people again he would give every 
one of them thirty davs in the stockade.

ATHENS FULL OF STUDENTS 


CLASSIC CITY HAS REPRESENTA- 
TIVES OF MANY STATES, 
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Normal School Has Over 200 Teach- 
ers in Attendance—University 
Crowded—At Lucy Cobb. 


an 


Athens, Ga., September 22.—(Special.)-— 
President Bradwell, of the State Normal 
school, gave out the information today that 
during the present session three hundred 
and fifty teachers have attended that insti- 
tution. Of that number two hundred ard 
forty-two are now in actual attendance 
upon the schools. The remaining one hun- 
dred and eight are teaching school through: 
out the state and will return to the insti- 
tution again as soon as their schools close. 

These teachers come from one hundred 
counties in the state. Clarke county fur- 


nihses about twenty-five of the number and. 


the remaining number are scattered very 
evenly through the different counties. Thus 
the work of the State Normal school is 
stretching out into every corner of the 
state. 

This being the second session of the State 
Normal school, there will be a number of 
teachers who have attended since the open- 
ing of the school, and who will, at the next 
commencement, in December, receive their 
diplomas, which will confer upon them the 
regular normal school degree of L. 

President Bradwell has managed nicely in 
the matter of accommodations for the 
teachers. The dormitories being overcrowd- 
ed he has rented a number of houses on his 
own responsibility, as he has no _ funds 
whatever to meet those expenses with. He 
is arranging, however, a series of lectures 
to be delivered during the fall for the benre- 
fit of the school, and believes he- will be 
able to meet expenses in that manner, 

President Bradwell is confident that if the 
legislature will give the school all the nec- 
essary dormitory accommodations the at- 
tendance of teachers there next year will 
be over five hundred. 

As an instance of the good work being 
done, it is cited that normal schoo! teachers 
have no trouble in securing lucrative em- 
ployment in the schools of Georgia. 

University and Lucy Cobb. 

The university attendance is now 235, as 
compared to 216 for a similar time last year. 
The classes are all organized and regular 
work has begun. 

In the football world here, it is to be noted 
that the training given by Captain Warner 
is developing some good material among the 
new players. Caldwell, of Athens; Atkin- 
son, of Jackson; Palmer, of Gainesville, 
and Peterson, formerly of Virginia Military 
institute, will, in all probability, make the 
team. 

The Tennyson Literary Society of Lucy 
Cobb institute. will be re-organized 
in a few days. This is one of the most at- 
tractive and beneficial features of the in- 
stitute. 

Mrs. Lipscomb is now developing plans 
whereby the endowment and building fund 
of Lucy Cobb institute may be largely in- 
creased during the present session. 

Lucy Cobb institute has one young lady 
who hails from Rhode Island. 

Work for Merca. 

Rev. Hugh R. Bernard, of this city, who 
was recently appointed financial agent of 
Mercer university, and who has been can- 
vassing for that college for several weeks, 
reports success in his work. He has al- 
ready raised a very neat sum of money and 
has paved the way for larger contributions. 
He says the Baptists gre receiving the 
movement for the better endowment of 
Mercer university with great favor, and 
that they will come fully up to all reasona- 
ble expectations.

Some corn is be- 
ing gathered.- This crop is being neglected 
by farmers, who are devoting their time 
and energy to saving cotton before it 1s 
injured by wind and rain. This wiil 
yield about Sv per cent of the normal. 
Corn is turning out fairiy ee 
ready to gather. Deas, potatoes 
minor crops are a total failure in most 
sections, and cannot be benefited by rai 
The grasses and pastures are badly parci- 
ed, but would be grately revived by good 
soaking rains. 

Northern Georgia. 

With the exception of a few widely scat- 
tered local showers during the last three 
days, the past week has differed very iit- 
tle from the past four or five. The amount 
of sunshine has not been as great, but the 
temperature continued high until Saturday 
night. Cotton picking Fone on unin- 
terruptedly, and a large portion the 
crop is now saved. The vield in 
tion will not exceed one-half an average 
crop. This crop is now all open, and in 
such q@ondition that rain, especially if 
occompuniedwwith high winds, would cayse 
damage. Some corn is being 
and the estimates are that the 
be three-fourths of an 
average. Many fields of cotton have “been 
picked, and it is thought that the entre 
crop will have been picked by or before 
October 15th. Many farmers are neglect- 
ing their.corn, which should be gathered? 
in order to save their cotton as rapidly as 
possible while the dry weather continues. 
Peas, -potatoes, all minor crops and pas- 
tures are a failure, but with good rains 
the grasses will revive. In many localities 
farmers are already compelled to feed their 
stock. Streams, springs and wells failing: 
many streams are totally dried up except 
in holes. Some wells are entirely dry, and 
it is difficult. for some families to secure 
proper drinking water. Good soaking rains 
of several daya’ duration are badly needed 
to put land in condition for fall plowing 
and seeding. 
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Middle Georgia. 

The week has continued dry and warm, 
the heat being unusually great except on 
Saturday. Crop conditions are very simi- 
lar to last week's report. Cotton is about 
all open, and four-fifths picked. About 65 
per cent will be the average of this year's 
crop. Corn is fairly good, and is ready for 
cribbing; the crop is not as large as last 
year’s. Potatoes, cane, peas and turnips 
are generally a failure, though some local- 
ities report a potato crop of about one- 
half. Water for cattle is scarce, and stock 
is suffering. A few mills have shut down 
tor need of water. Some forest trees are 
also dying. It continues too dry for emall 
grain or fall plowing, Fall gardens planted 
are a failure, as well as pastures. Hogs 
are doing well. Rain now can only bene- 
fit pastures, cattle and fall piowing. The 
past season, as a Whole, has been rather 
discouraging, and corn and hogs continue 
the mrainstay of our farmers. 

Southern Georgia, 

Warm days, moderately cool nights and 
little or no rain were the predominating 
features of the past week up to Saturday. 
Sinee then the temperature has been lower 
and some rain has fallen, though generally 
local and badly dtlstribuied. Peas, tur- 
nips, potatoes and all minor crops are 
about ruined for lack of sufficient moisture. 
Pastures are generally very poor, but 
where rain has fallen they already show 
signs of renewed life. Stock is falling off 
for want of sufficient food, and in some 
cases is also suffering for water. Streams, 
springs and wells are failing. Most of the 
cotton crop has been picked and all is 
now open. This crop wil] receive no ben- 
efit from rains; on the contrary, serious 
injury would result. The yield of this 
crop is variously estimated at from 49 to 
60 per cent of the average. Pastures are 
about the only things that can now be 
much improved by rain. The leaves of 
forest trees are scorched and turning yel- 
low as if bitten by early frosts. It is the 
general impression that about all the cot- 
ton in this section of the state will be 
guthered during the next few days.

“To the stranger passing through <An- 
dover,’ says the author of these memoirs, 
“will long be pointe@ out, as one of the 
‘sights’ of the Hill, the house occupied by 
Mrs. Stowe during the time of her hus- 
band’s professorship ig the seminary. Af- 
ter she disappeared from among us that 
home of genius sighed for her. I wonder, 
do houses feel their as¢ents and declines of 
fortune as dogs do, or horses? One some- 
timés fancies that they may, if only 
through the movement of that odic force 
whose mysterious existence science cannot 
Next to 
@ man’s book or his child, what can be so 
invested with himself ag the house he lives 
in? Saturated with humanity as they are, 
who knows how far sentience may develop 
under observant roofs and in conscious 
fooms long possessed by human action and 
endurance? 

“Mrs. Stowe’s house, still retaining the 
popular name of ‘Uncle Tom's Cabin,’ be- 
came for a while a club @evoted to the hon- 
Orable end of boarding ftheologues. At the 
Present time the trustees’ hotel is in the 
building, which has suffered many dreary 
Practical changes. The house is of stone, 
@nd in the day of its distinguished occu- 
pant was a charming place. AS a house, 
it was very difficult; but Mrs. Stowe has al- 
Ways had the home touch in a beautiful de- 
gree. 

“In fact, my chief impression of those 
years when we had the rich oppor- 
tunity of her vicinity consists in occa- 
Sional glimpses of lovely interiors over

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GIANT CHICKENS 1 


They Were Cocks of the Walk Wherever 
They Lived. 


NOT AFRAID OF MAN OR BEAST 


Terrible Fighters—Could Crack a Skull 
with One Blow—Corpses for Food. 
Legs Six Feet Long.

San Diego, Cal., September 22.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—A chicken thirteen feet 
high is a tolesable sized chicken even in the 
“land of sunshine,’’ where vegetables and 
other growing things fill out to sizes that 
are surprising to natives in other parts of 
the land where severe winters and other 
climatic setbacks do not allow things 10 
grow as readily as do the conditions of 
southern California. 

The giant chickens of the Pacific coast 
are not now found alive on any of the 
ranches in California at any rate, but the 
bones of these bipeds are occasionally found 
these finds the naturalists have 
built up a bird of truly astonishing propor- 
tions to even the most enthusiastic poul- 
try fancier of this or any other land. In 
days gone by the giant chickens held forth 
all the way from California down to Cape 
Horn, and, according to the naturalists, 
these fowls were the cocks of the walk 
wherever they cared to take a hand in the 
game, with almost any other two or four- 
legged thing that then walked the earth. 
A chicken with a skull nearly three feet 
long ought to have been able to do a power- 
ful lot of thinking, and when that skull was 
several inches thick it was nobin¢@;reat dan- 
ger of being cracked very readily in a cock 
fight. Compared with one of the largest 
living ostriches of today a giant chicken 
was a monster, not only in size, but also in 
ferocity of temper, and its extreme readi- 
ness to engage in combat at the drop of the 
hat, so to speak, made it greatly feared by 
all birds and animals in any way its infe- 
rior in pluck or fighting qualities. 

Naturalists who have found the homes of 
these giant chickens in caves in remote and 
almost inaccessible portions of the Andes 
mountains and elsewhere along the Pacific 
coast, have found there evidences that these 
remarkable birds were the conquerors, not 
only of other huge birds and beasts, but 
also of the early races of men, who were 
foolhardy enough to attempt to try to do 
battle with these biped feathered monsters. 
In these dens of the giant chickens have 
been unearthed the bones of man and of 
beasts, and there seems to be no question 
but what the carnivorous birds dragged 
their victims. or rather the corpses of their 
victims. to the caves wherein they resided, 
and in these charnel houses they devoured 
their enemies at their leisure. Deductions 


| have been made with care from the remains 


of the big chickens, and it is estimated 
therefrom that the fleetness of these birds 
was phenomenal. Like the ostrich, their 
stubby wings were of no use in flying or 
in combat. Their great power was in their 
enormous legs. These legs were five or six 
feet long. They were armed with terrible 
toes, which resemble the toes of the modern 
ostrich, but much longer and thicker, and 
the toe nail was sharp enough and hard 
enough to pierce the toughest skinned an- 
tagonist and usually inflict a fatal wound 
before a fight ceased. 

Another means of defense and of offense 
with these chickens was the bill, or beak. 
It was a veritable meat hook when it came 
to engage an enemy and drag the hapless 
victim of its wrath to death. The skull 
being a long one, usually about thirty-six 
inches, gave unusual power to this hooked 
beak. The bird could strike several feet on 
either side with this beak, and when it hit 
flesh or bone it made things fly. The pow- 
er of this beak is evidenced by marks on 
the bones of the victims found in the caves 
of these creatures. In some instances the 
bones show where the beak has made a 
hole entirely through the part struck, even 
after penetrating the flesh of the victim. 
Just outside one of the chicken caves the 
remains of two of the giant chickens that 
had evidently perished in a duel, as it 
were, have been found, and these relics 
are further evidence of the awfulness of 
their fury when enraged. One of the skulls 
of the defunct chicken has a large hole in 
the side of it, evidently made by the beak 
of its antagonist. The leg bones of both 
birds were broken. One of the huge beaks 
was split in half. In fact each bird's beaks 
were so thoroughly broken up from one 
another's attacks that death must have 
soon ensued after the fight. 

Their manner of fighting was much like 
that of the ostrich of today. Here in south- 
ern California there are hundreds of os- 
triches, and a fight on one of the farms re- 
cently was doubtless much like that be- 
tween the giant chickens of long ago. It 
was a terribly earnest fight between two of 
the largest cock ostriches in the flock ‘of 
thirty or forty birds. The fighters weigh- 
ed nearly three hundred pounds each, and 
they were evenly matched, very plucky and 
did their best to kill each other. 

There is a novelty about an ostrich fight. 
The ponderous birds are quick as cats, They 
use their feet more dextrously than a pu- 


gilist uses his fists, and with far more dead- 
ly effect. One of these birds can thrust his 
bony, pointed toe through an inch board 
with very slight effort. Such a blow is 
enough to kill an ox. With a single kick 
one of these ostriches would disembowel a 
man instantly. 

The fight started over the division of cab- 
bage leaves which the keeper had thrown 
to the hungry birds. Seldom have two bi- 
peds fought with more desire to kill than 
did these ostriches. And a royal fight it 
was in the eyes of the keeper, as he saw 
plumes worth $10 each soar from the body 
of a bird in response to the kick of an ene- 
my and fall crumpled and worthless into 
the dust. Feathers didn’t count for much 
in the flashing eyes of the ostriches. They 
wanted blood. Nothing but pure gore would 
satisfy their sense of honor. Blood they 
did get, and enough to satisfy Governor 
Waite, ere the battle ceased. With a deep 
hiss and outstretched wings Ostrich Jim 
bore down on Colonel like a forty-footer in 
a gale, sheered to the right, and caught 
Colonel on the left thigh, ripping the thick 
hide off the bare leg and causing it to bleed 
freely. Colonel retaliated, and almost crip- 
pled Jim's wing with a kick that nearly 
capsized him, Then they sparred with feet 
and beaks, picking and kicking feathers 
from one another until Colonel dealt a ter- 
riffic blow on Jim's stomach, which seemed 
to literally lift him from the ground. Only 
the thick mass of feathers prevented the 
awful toe from penefrating Jim's abdomen. 
Jim was game. Regaining his breath he 


| knocked Colonel over with a side kick, 


breaking his wing. Colonel recovered his 
feet before the attack was renewed. Both 
birds had by this time lost their plumes 
and looked as if they had been plucked. 
Both were tired and weak from loss of 
blood. Their attacks grew feebler, and 
finally, as if by common consent, they ceas- 
ed fighting and walked off among the bushes 
to recuperate. The fight was a draw and 
the anxious keeper felt relieved that the 
birds lived. During the fight no man dared 
trust his life near the fighters. Experienced 
keepers seldom try to interfere. If they do 
the concentrated anger of both birds is 
likely to fall upon the luckless meddler and 
end in his death. An interfering keeper 
once had his spine shattered by a single 
kick from an ostrich.

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GOVERNOR PARLORS TWO MEN. 


One Was Charged with Murder and 
the Other with Burglary. 


Yesterday the governor granted a pardon 
to Jeff Lyle, who was convicted of mur- 
der at the spring term of Stewart superior 
court in 1882, and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for life. 

The joint committee of 
senate recommended his pardon for the 
following reasons: “First, because the evi- 
dence in the case was conflicting and he 
would possibly not have been convicted had 
he been a man of reasonable intelligence, 
which would have enabled him to explain 
his case to the jury as is shown by an af- 
fidavit from the prosecuting attorney. Sec- 
ond, he has already served fifteen years 
of his sentence and we believe from the 
evidence that the law has been fully vin- 
dicated. Third, a petition numerously sign- 
ed by the best citizens of Stewart county, as 
well as the prosecuting attorney, and Hon. 
Charles Crisp, presiding judge, and all coun- 
ty officers join in the request for his par- 
don.”’ 

George Bankston Pardoned. 

The governor also issued an order yester- 
day pardoning George Bankston, who was 
convicted of the crime of burglary at the 
spring term of the Fulton county superior 
court in 1888. 

Bankston was only fourteen years old 
when sent to the penitentiary, and since he 
has been there he has been obedient. He 
has served eight years of his twlve years’ 
sentence, and a person who was sent to 
the penitenitary at the same time and on 
the same charge has been pardoned. The 
solicitor general believes that he has been 
sufficiently punished, and it is on these 
grounds that he was pardoned.
